turbulence was waning. Noon had seen 
the sentries and patralb practically with- 
out occupation. So'me minor demonstra- 
tions occurred, but not a shot had been 
lired, and :ib the day passed the running 
of cars attracted but little attention. 


But a volley, fired on Broadway by a 


squad of Twenty-third infantry, 
In 


which Leroy Smith and William Walsh, 
well known ciiixens, fell 
mortally 


woiiuded, brouathi an instant change 
over the situation, filled with tha prom- 
ise of peace. It stirred anew the feeling 
of hatred as the exciting tidings swept 
like a wave through the city. 
The 


guardsmen were bitterly denounced, for 
neither of the men fatally wounded by 
their bullets had been guilty of any 
offense. 
They were caught in a crowd, 


some member of which had stonedihe 
guardsmen. 


The disturbance was not a serious one, 


and "murder" is the title applied by in- 
flamed public sentiment to the shooting 
The guardsmen, however, seem to have 
merely acted under a strict interpreta- 
tion of orders, which were to shoot if 
assaulted. 


The bright prospect of a settlement of 


the strike has not served to allay tha 
growth of vindictive feeling, and, if the 
present situation continues, vengeance 
and violent deeds may be expected. 


The day began with an imposing show 


of military strength. 
The massing oi 


troops began at 8 o'clock. 
When the 


defensive lines 
were completed the 


movement of ears began from Quaii 
street barn. 
In quick succession 10 


cars were brought out find all were 
manned with heavy guards. 
Nettings 


had been hung down over the sides of 
most of tiie cars, but Lieutenant Colonel 
Brady ordered them removed. 


The Traction company's tower wagon 


and repair wagon fell in behind thepro- 
cessiou of cars, and mounted signal men, 
acting as cavalrymen, surrounded tha 
wagon. 
The men had orders to fire if 


assaulted. 


Lieutenant Colonel Brady, clinging to 


the front rail of the car, gave the word 
to start, and the electric cars went up 
the street with the cavalry clattering 
along behind. 


Trouble seemed inevitable and the 


spirit of *he enterprise thrilled every 
man who participated in it. 
Men and 


women cursed and jeered 
the strike 


breakers and soldiers as they dashed 
past, and there were some small indi- 
vidual clashes between pickets and ex- 
cited strike sympathizers, but the main 
movement was executed without serious 
trouble. 


The military measures of the morning 


represented the limit of stringency. 
Householders were given warnings to 
see that their premises were kept or- 
derly and every head that showed OP a 
roof lop had a rifle pointed at it. 


It was on the Dual run of the cars that 


the great tragedy of the day occurred. 
The cars were on Broadway, moving 
northward, and a constantly swelling 
trowd was gathered about the Union 
Station, Near Columbia street, a buck 
blocked the way of car 01, and. urged on 
by the crovsd, the driver refused to 
move on as quickly as desired. Some 
one in the crowd threw n stone, but it 
went wide of its mark. The car finally 
moved forward into the next block, and 
another stone was hurled at it. There 
was a sharp command, and as the car 
slowed down four shots were fired by 
the soldiers. 
Leroy Smith lounged on 


the step of his store; William Walsh, his 
business 
neighbor, from across the 


street, was his immediate companion. 
A small crowd hung about near them, 
and it was tuto this gathering that the 
guardsmen fired, at a range of less than 
20 feet. 
Smith and Walsh were both 


shot in the abdomen. 
A third mar), 


William Rooner, was slightly hurt by a 
glancing bullet. 


The startled crowd fell back at the 


first shot, and a moment later the guards 
sprang aboard the car and were rapidly 
carried from the scene. 
Smith and 


Xi'alsh were hurried away to hospitals, 
and an angry mob swarmed into the 
street, cursing and denouncing the 
guardsmen.

HEAD CRUSHED IN 


Subject For Hypnotic Influence Meets 


With a Terrible Fate 


Woonsocket, R. I., May 17.— During an 


exhibition of hypnotism, given by Frank 
E. Farnsworth and wi#e of Fitchburg 
at the local Opera House last night, one 
of the subjects, Thomas Bolton, also of 
Fitchburg, was killed. 
Bolton was a 


member of the Farnsworth company 
and was resting between two chairs 
with a 600 pound stone placed on his 
body, when a local blacksmith, Clifford 
Trask, attempted to break the stone 
with a sledgehammer. 


After Trask had given the stone two 


heavy blows and succeeded in cracking 
it, the chair on which Bolton's head 
rested gave way under the weight of 
the stone, and the subject fell to the 
floor, the stone crashing Boltou'a head 
almost to a jelly. He died shortly after. 


Farnsworth and Trask were arrested, 


Both of them will be held pending an in- 
vestigation. 


Bolton was 24 years old. Ho hart been 


travelling with Farnsworth ns one ot 
his subjects, and Jntended to go home 
Saturday of this week, as the company 
•was then to conclude Ita season. 


Trask is about 22 years of ago and an

LAMBERT IS ARRESTED 


Was Nearest Neighbor of the 


Allen Family 


PRINTS OF RUBBER SHOES 


Near the Allen House and Cabin ol 


the Suspected Man Looked Upon 
With Suspicion—Theory That He 


, Committed Murder While Drunk 


Monson, Me., May 17.—Owing to his 


intimate acquaintance with the Allen 
family, and a number of circumstances, 
which, in the minds of officers, need an 
explanation, Henry Lambert, a young 
French-Canadian guide, was arrested 
at Shirley yesterday afternoon, by De- 
uty Sheriff Knowles, OK suspicion of be- 
ing connected with the murder of tha 
Aliens. The prisoner was taken to the 
Dover jail. 
' Lambert has feeely ming'ed with tha 
people who 'have been scouring the 
woods for the murderers and with tho 
spectators from time to time at the 
Allen farm. 
Lambert has been living 


in a log cabin near the Allen homestead. 
The officers claim to have found prints 
from new rubber overshoes near the 
Allen hou&e and also near Lambert'a 
log cabin, and, in addition, a trail from 
one building to the other, marked by 
spots of blood. Just -w hat actual evi- 
dence there is against Lambert is not 
known. 
Lambert is not disturbed by 


his arrest, and said last night that he 
had been very friendly with the Aliens, 
visiting them evenings with consider- 
able frequency. 
His life In the log cab- 


in has extended through four years. Ha 
says he went ic a log drive five weeks 
ago yesterday aud had not seen any 
member of the Allen family since he 
left. 


In speaking of his relations with the 


Aliens, he said that he was not forcing 
his attentions on Carrie Allun. and that 
there was no reason for the story that 
the girl was afraid of him. Lambert 
says that he had been drinking some 
on Sunday, but was perfectly sobei 
when he reached his boarding place 
Sunday night 
He has been asked by 


the officers to explain the disposal of 
a pair of rubbers he Is said to have pur- 
chased recently, certain tracks about 
the house having been made by new rub- 
bers. 
On this point he has not given a 


reply satisfactory to the officers. 


The officers are working on the theory 


that Lambert, while intoxicated Sun- 
day nigbt, went to the Allen house and 
had a dispute with Mr. Alien. 
Avho 


tried to induce him to return to the 
cabin, and was leading him that way 
until the barn was reached, when Lam- 
bert struck down the farmer. 
After 


this, the officers reach the supposition 
that Lambert assaulted Mrs. Allen an<? 
the daughter. 


Lambert is 26 years old, illiterate, and 


has been in Shirley nine years. 


William Warrener, an aged resident oJ 


this town, took his life yesterday by 
hanging. 
The members of the family 


were away from home and the body was 
found in the barn. The excitement may 
have had something to do with the old 
man's act, although a few years ago he 
attempted to drowa himself.

HOME FOR MURD£RER8. 


Cleveland Woman Working to B»- 


tabllah a Place at Retttfc. 


Mrs. Clara Alice Bissell, the Cleve- 


laud woman woo probably saved Nich- 
olas Ueeney of New York, the boy 
murderer, from the electric chair when 
he killed Guteman Johnson of tbe 
Pennsylvania company with a coupling 
pin. Intends to start a home for tbe 
reformation of murderers who may be 
pardoned out of tbe penitentiary, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald. In talk- 
ing about her plan recently she Bald: 


"We- will commence at once to solicit 


funds to defray the expenses of erect- 
ing the building. 
Already there has 


been $10,000 donated unsolicited, and 
one man has agreed to give an annuity 
of $7,000. I will also make a large 
donation. The place will be called the 
'Nicholas Heeney Home For Army of 
the Prince of Peace." Probably people 
wonder why I give it that name. It is 
not because Nicholas Heeney was 
charged with, tried and convicted of 
murder, but because he Is one of the 
meekest, most thoroughly converted 
Christians that I have come In contact 
with. Our plan will be this: 


"When murderers are 
discharged 


from the penitentiary and have no 
place to go, we will admit them to the 
home, where we will endeavor to lift 
them up. 
We will keep them there 


long enough to recognize what home 
life is like, and It will be a place where 
the yonng men will be able to learn. 
The building will contain a chapel, 
parlors, hospital and, in fact, will be as 
homelike as possible."
